The most successful district, 
Roselle, passed both a 21-cent 
educational fund rate hike and 
a $590,000 bond issue referenda 
to build the first junior high fa­ 
cility in the district. 
The fund rate hike was ap­ 
proved on the second try by a 
narrow 18-vote margin in June 
with the blessings of the Roselle 
Taxpayers League. 
THE REFERENDUM approv­

The net interest cost of the 
bonds,

$1.38 educational fund rate by 
21 cents. 
THE SECOND attempt met 
with organized opposition from 
parochial school families. 
They were angered because 
the board of education refused 
to participate in a shared-time 
program that would have paid 
tuition for St. Walters Catholic 
School’s Bloomingdale students 
to take a physical education 
course sponsored by the Roselle 
public school district. 
Itasca Dist. 
IO voters ap­ 
proved a 21-cent hike to their 
educational fund rate in May to 
bring it up to $1.51 per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation by a 2-to-l 
margin on a first attempt. 
The last tax increase referen­ 
dum had been held in 1964. 
The hike was asked for by the 
board of education to help offset 
a predicted $54,000 raise in 
teachers’ salaries and the in­ 
creasing costs of educational 
materials and services. 
Keeneyville Dist. 20 voters de­ 
feated a 21-cent hike to its edu­ 
cation fund as well as a 6-cent 
per $100 assessed valuation in­ 
crease 
for 
capital 
improve­ 
ments needed to remodel the 
lower level of the school build­ 
ing into a kindergarten. 
OF THE TWO Fenton High 
School feeder elementary school 
districts, only Bensenville Dist. 
2 held referenda in 1968, and 
with limited success. 
Wood Dale Dist. 7 is the other 
elementary district under Fen­ 
ton. Those residents passed a 
21-cent hike to their educational 
fund rate in September, 1967. 
The first Dist. 2 referendum 
held in February presented two 
issues to the voters — a 21-cent 
increase per $100 valuation in 
the educational fund tax rate 
and a 12^-cent increase per 
$100 valuation in the building 
operation fund. 
The education fund hike was 
approved but not the building 
operation fund hike. 


Board member James DiOrio 
said the wording on the building 
ballot may have misled voters 
to think the money would be 
used for new construction pur­ 
poses when it was to have been 
used for maintenance of the dis­ 
trict’s present buildings. 
THE 21-CENT hike placed the 
educational fund tax rate 
at 
$1.46 per $100 assessed valu­ 
ation. 
A second try in September for 
the 12Mj cent hike to 37*6 cents 


per $100 valuation was also de­ 
feated. It was the fourth refer­ 
endum held by the district in a 
12-month period. 
At the time of the referen­ 
dum, the district predicted a 
fund deficit of $128,000 and bor­ 
rowing $125,000 in tax anticipa­ 
tion warrants during the school 
year. 
The soft-sell, quiet approach 
was tried by the board of edu- 
c a t i o n for this referendum 
which failed in a 780 to 264 vote. 


Lake Park Pay 
Based on Job 


Lake Park High School has 
begun an innovative teacher 
pay program this 1968-69 school 
year which cannot be compared I 
to any program of the remain­ 
ing 40 school districts in the 
county. 
Basically, Lake Park’s pro­ 
gram, called “differential role j 
definition and differential remu­ 
neration for teachers,” clas­ 
sifies each teacher according to 
function and responsibility and 
pays him accordingly. 
THE FIVE levels of responsi­ 
bility range from the beginning 
or indifferent teacher who has 
limited responsibility for labs 
a n d 
b a s i c 
o r 
beginning 
courses. 
It advances to the department 
chairman, who is responsible 
not only for teaching ii. large 
lecture classes, but for the cur­ 
riculum development of his de­ 
partment and its operation and 
the guiding educational philoso­ 
phy and program of the school 
as a whole. 
In between these two extreme 


levels of responsibility lie three 
other levels, each with defined 
escalating responsibilities. 
EACH LEVEL has a loosely 
defined 
salary 
range 
within 
which each teacher individually 
negotiates his salary based on 
merit and performance. 
This program is much more 
than merely a pay program. It 
was set up for the efficient use 
of teachers’ time under modular 
scheduling. 
The school also recognized the 
educational advantages of keep­ 
ing the upper level teacher in a 
teaching position rather than 
“promoting” him into a non­ 
teaching 
administrative 
posi­ 
tion.

Hick el came u p with one of those memorable little u tterances 
that may go down with “Extremism is no vice,” and “ If you ’ve 
seen one slu m, you 've seen ’em all,” Nothing really damning, or 
essentially u ntru e, bu t a little phrase that has a way of branding 
a gu y. 
His was “conservation for conservation’s sak e.” He’s against 
it. Or, more precisely, “Ju st to withdraw a large area for con­ 
servation pu rposes and lock it u p doesn’t have any merit in my 
opinion.” 
He also said some things that seemed to mak e extraordinary 
good sense, among them that pollu tion problems are not the same 
in different parts of the cou ntry, and wou ld be better treated on 
an area-by-area basis. Then he fretted that if we set ou r water 
standards too high, we might hinder indu .strial development, and 
the conservationists dou bled over again. 
Bu t It was in that “conservation for conservation’s sak e” 
declaration, and its accompanying denu nciation of the Stew­ 
art Udall-shepherded policies, that he set the conscrvationlsU 
to worrying. One, in fact, to rage that it “does violence to 
conservation principles essential to the cou ntry.” 
If there is one thing that hard-core conservationists regard as 
preciou s — and essential - it is conservation for its own sak e. 
The whole tenor of Hick el’s words, to them, is that goyernmeiit 
action in the next fou r years will be mostly inaction, which inter­ 
preted means little, if any, expansion of the national park , wilder­ 
ness and river systems.

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IF THE LAST CHIMES of 1968 are any indication, 1969 will 
sound some somber knells for conservation. 
Wounds are still being licked over the Nov. 5 crash of the 
state’s billion-dollar “pure water and air’’ bond issue, a boid plan 
that went under not so much because a majority didn’t want it 
(they did), but because of the absurd stipulation that the majority 
had to be equal to a majority of the vote for the General Assem­ 
bly. 
That, and the fact that it was never promoted right in the 
first place, and that a lot of voters who haven’t yet had to face 
the inevitability of pollution and c r o w d e d spaces ganged 
against it. 
But that's all been lamented here before. The test, in 1969, is 
whether the idea's backers can pick up the pieces, put them 
together in better form, and sell the package all over again. 
There’s more immediate lamenting among Illinois con­ 
servationists, who thought they had packaged and ribboned as 
a Sesquicentennial present the 1.800 acres of Goose Lake 
Prairie. 
Their heads are still spinning and hands still wringing over 
the reversal on that one, and the incredible turn-about by the 
Department of Conservation, which a1] along had conceded some­ 
thing like how' urgent it was to save the prairie. 
It seems the price tag on the prairie, with a little artificial 
nudging from the industrial-political club that wants the prairie 
for its own purposes, took off faster than Apollo 8. Original esti­ 
mates were $400 an acre, and now ifs at $1,500 and going up. 
The total bill, which would be paid to the private individuals j 
who own the primeval chunk in Grundy County, would be $2.500,-1 
OOO. 
But the department and its director, William T. Lodge. 
with $4,500,000 in the land-buying kitty, won’t call the bluff of 
the industrialists and their allies, buy up the prairie, and set 
it aside for all time for Illinois citizens to wander about and 
gaze at as a living incarnation of what their state was. 
No, said Lodge in a declaration that almost moved some of 
the more sensitive conservationists to throw up, we’ll buy some 
strip-mine land instead. And we’ll take a chance on maybe get- j 
ting Goose Lake Prairie later. 
There, in a microcosm, was the kind of logic that has won ! 
Illinois its reputation as the least sensitive and the least pro­ 
gressive of all the states in saving a little of its greenery and 
water for its people. 
There was Goose Lake Prairie, at last — with the consent of 
the Illinois Building Authority — ready for the taking, and the 
bad guys who wanted to cut it up were on the ropes. There it 
was, 1.800 acres of singular, genuine, virgin prairie, the epitome 
of legendary Illinois, and only 70 miles from Chicago, which has 
only the buffer of the Cook County Forest Preserve district to 
save its people from concrete psychosis. 
But no, said Lodge, that was too much to pay, even if the 
prairie is the real thing. So we’ll take the strip-mine land, thank 
you. and do something for Central Illinois. 
Now, if there’s anything Illinois does have in abundance, 
and doesn’t need any more of, it’s strip-mine land, as Lodge 
ought to know if he’s ever visited his Kickapoo State Park 
near Danville, which is literally surrounded by those hideous 
scars. 
That land is going to be around for a while, and ifs doubted 
if anyone will inflate the price. 
It is true enough that the Goose Lake land has been grossly, 
unfairly, outrageously and disgracefully over-priced, and may get 
worse. But that, at the moment, should be classified as a bitter 
fact of our sophisticated, private interest-oriented life, and the 
price should be paid and the prairie developed as a state park. 
We still have the campaign utterings of Richard B. Ogilvie to 
lean on, for he did make an issue of bungling in Illinois con­ 
servation practices, and he did make a pitch for saving Goose 
Lake Prairie. Let us hope he remembers. 
While Goose Lake Prairie was threatening to go down the 
drain, or under the plow, the secretary-designate of Interior, 
Alaska’s Gov. Walter Hickel, offered his first thoughts to the 
public. 
They sent shivers up the spines of some conservationists, 
and set some to trembling all over, while the fairest-minded 
could go only so far as saying, “Well, let’s wait and see.” 
Hickel came up with one of those memorable little utterances 
that may go down with “Extremism is no vice,” and “If you’ve 
seen one slum, you’ve seen ’em all.” Nothing really damning, or 
essentially untrue, but a little phrase that has a way of branding 
a guy. 
His was “conservation for conservation’s sake.” He’s against 
it. Or, more precisely, “Just to withdraw a large area for con­ 
servation purposes and lock it up doesn’t have any merit in my 
opinion.” 
He also said some things that seemed to make extraordinary 
good sense, among them that pollution problems are not the same 
in different parts of the country, and would be better treated on 
an area-by-area basis. Then he fretted that if we set our water 
standards too high, we might hinder industrial development, and 
the conservationists doubled over again. 
But it was in that “conservation for conservation’s sake” 
declaration, and its accompanying denunciation of the Stew­ 
art Udall-shepherded policies, that he set the conservationists 
to worrying. One, in fact, to rage that it “does violence to 
conservation principles essential to the country.” 
If there is one thing that hard-core conservationists regard as 
precious — and essential — it is conservation for its own sake. 
The whole tenor of Hickel’s words, to them, Is that government 
action in the next four years will be mostly inaction, which inter­ 
preted means little, if any, expansion of the national park, wilder­ 
ness and river systems. 
In short, the barriers may again be down for the private 
interests, and the art of putting away a natural legacy may be 
put off again. Unhappily, there’s no measure yet of just how long 
we can keep putting it off. 
In sum. if you have any feeling about resurrecting the envi­ 
ronment we’ve left in ruins, and about saving what remains, it 
was a lousy way to end the year.

Birdwatching is ou t in 1969; swap 
y ou r binocu lars for a seismograph to de­ 
tect the tremors as Richard the Pow­ 
erfu l’s Chicago empire begins to shake. 
It will be the y ear that the pressu re 
of ev ents inside the kingdom, as well as 
a noisy brood of powerfu l pretenders to 
the throne, begins to jar loose something 
more than Daley ’s fiery temper. 
Throu ghou t his 13-y ear reign, Daley 
the Great has bu ilt a powerfu l army of 
the shou lders of politi­ 
cal 
hacks 
and 
city 
cops, a mighty trea­ 
su ry of su bu rban gold 
for his party , and the 
fawning allegiance of 
state and national po­ 
litical leaders. 
Ordinary 
citizens, 
howev er, 
hav e 
per- 
f or m e d as v assals 
wellma.n 
within the kingdom. The black man on 
the west side, for ex ample, can v ow per­ 
petu al allegiance to the patronage sy s­ 
tem, or strap on a sword and work ou t­ 
side the kingdom. Either way , Richard 
makes the decisions for him. 
In Au gu st, the Democratic Conv ention 
ex posed Daley ’s blind and dogmatic lov e 
for his kingdom. DLssent, to King Rich­ 
ard, was both a threat to his power and 
sy nony mou s with ev U. So, his police beat 
heads. 
The beatings, directed against news­ 
men and by standers as well as demtwi- 


strators, arou sed too many moderates. 
“You can’t find a single y ou ng newsman 
in Chicago today who approv es of Da­ 
ley ,” a .\ewsweek photographer said af­ 
ter the conv ention. 
The renegades, spu rred on by some 
mu ffled ou tcries against the v iolence, 
resu rrected their noisy minority block 
within City Cou ncil. The ou tv oted dis­ 
sidents, led by Leon Despres and Sam­ 
my Ray ner, hav e recently gained news­ 
paper headlines for their anger. 


And, for the first time in recent his­ 
tory , there are other powerfu l v oices 
that threaten King Richard. The major 
ou tlaws are Adlai Stev enson III and Pau l 
Simon. 
Stev enson sports the shiniest arnior 
— his name. His disrespect for the king 
may keep him ou t of a fu tu re place in 
the kingdom, bu t it primes his repu tation 
for a loftier national role. 
Simon, who looks like a writer for 
chu rch pu blications (he is, in fact, in his 
spare time), is the key renegade. M a 
Democrat in a Repu blican adminis­ 
tration in Springfield, he can serv e as 
either defender or attacker of the King. 
Simon annou nced recently that he will 
act as an ombu dsman, which means he 
might tread arou nd the slu ms of Chicago 
and listen to the v assals complain abou t 
their king. 
The meek-appearing lieu tenant gov er­ 
nor is a lion. He cru saded, as a news­ 
paper editor in downstate Troy against

v ice and gambUng. His nex t cru sade 
cou ld be directed against Daley . 
With pressu re frq m other leaders, 
su ch as Samu el Shapiro (who will be Uv - 
ing in Chicago) and William Clark, Da­ 
ley the Great might decide that a nar­ 
row v ictory in 1971 is not worth the 
trou ble. His jowls are gray ing; a grace­ 
fu l old age might be best, after aU. 
In 1969 and 1970, Daley will face more 
labor u nrest, su ch as the tu rmoil that 
may remov e wav y -haired John Lindsay 
from his seat in New York in 1969. The 
golden boy ’s miseries with u nions hav e 
rev italized the Democrats, and now no 
less than fiv e candidates may ru n for 
the Democratic nomination for may or. 
King Richard’s departu re, u nlikely 
bu t not impossible, wou ld be a mix ed 
blessing for his kingdom. His ru le has 
produ ced great phy sical growth in Chi­ 
cago, and there is no gu arantee that a 
starry -ey ed reformer cou ld su cceed with­ 
ou t keeping the rotten patronage sy stem 
intact. 
Daley ’s reign, howev er, has display ed 
an u ncanny insensitiv ity to the real 
needs of the peasants. The glamor and 
glitter of sky scrapers and ex pressway s 
has too often ov ershadowed the need for 
better low-cost hou sing and simple, hu ­ 
mane liv ing conditions in the slu ms. 
1969 will weld the dissidents, black 
and white, together in a small and ill- 
eq u ipped peasant army , girding for 1971. 
The army bears watching in the nex t 12 
months, as does Richard the Great.

In defeating the major prop^al calling 
for modern and adeq u ate facilities from 
which to condu ct the bu siness of mu nici­ 
pal gov ernment, and in passing the less­ 
er two proposals, the apathetic residents 
of Elk Grov e Village hav e said: 
Do not . . . improv e the facilities for 
the daily work of operating the v illage. 
Do not . . . erect a fire station for the 
protection of the residents ou tside the 
fou r-minu te range of the fire depart­ 
ment. 
Do not . . . prov ide the police depart­ 
ment with mu ch needed facilities. 
Bu t do . . . bu ild a fire station in the 
center of the indu stru al park, despite ad­ 
v ice from the Centex Indu strial Park 
Assn. to defeat that proposal. 
And do . . . bu ild a fire station west of 
Rou te 53, in an u ndev eloped area of the 
v illage. 
And do . . . spend $150,000 to remodel 
the present bu ilding in which the bu si­ 
ness offices of the v illage are hou sed and 
conv ert that space into a garage area 
for department of pu blic works — leav ­ 
ing the v illage offices no place to go! 
IF THE VILLAGE offices remain in 
the present location and facilities, they 
will become more ov ercrowded. The pre­ 
sent facility u sed by the police depart­ 
ment, which was nev er intended to per­ 
manently hou se the police department, is 
not condu siv e to remodeling nor to bu ild­ 
ing additions. Ev ery room in the police 
department is presently u sed for at least 
two separate fu nctions (and this inclu des 
washroom and toilet facilities, which are 
u sed also for the modest photo labora­ 
tory . ) 
The most dire need was the fire sta­ 
tion 
at 
Beisterfield 
and 
Wellington 
Roads. As it now stands, abou t 2,000 


homes, 3 chu rches, 4 schools (with abou t 
2,400 children), St. Alex iu s Hospital, and 
the Grov e Shopping Center remain ou t­ 
side the fou r-minu te capability of re­ 
sponse by the fire department. 
All 
three 
proposals 
shou ld 
hav e 
passed. This cou ld hav e been accom­ 
plished, if only the eligible v oters from 


those 2,000 homes had ex hibited the civ ic 
responsibility and concern for self-pr^ 
serv ation to su pport the ty pe of mu nici­ 
pal gov ernment that the present v illage 
administration is try ing to prov ide.

Harper board members, 
briefed on the action in a two-hou r 
closed session, told the press afterwards 
they were satisfied with the actions. 


THE FACLX'TY has had no ex ­ 
planation — bu t many of them still hav e 
heard a message. 


Kalish and Dr. Enby sk were both ac­ 
tiv e participants in edu cation policy de­ 
bates in their su bject matter lev els. As 
elected Facu lty Senate members, both 
spoke u p when they thou ght they shou ld. 
As teachers and representativ es of their 
facu lty constitu ents, both at times op­ 
posed administration v iews. 


Some facu lty members hav e con­ 
clu ded that Harper’s talk of a free, fu ll 
partnership is a sham. 


Bu t the parameters of the problem 
are not that simple. 'They are many fold, 
inclu ding: 


—'The initial q u estion of whether the 
administration is acting wisely in decid­ 
ing that these two facu lty members 
shou ld not stay . 


—The q u estion of ju st what is meant 
by academic freedom. To the AAUP, it 
is linked to responsible ex ercise of those 
rights in the acedemic arena at the col­ 
lege and in the indiv idu al’s area of ex ­ 
pertise. 


—The q u estion of ju st what cou rses 
the new college shou ld offer, how they 
shou ld be organized and for which lev els 
of stu dent ability teaching content shou ld 
be aimed. Disagreement on these key 
edu cational q u estions is healthy ; within 
Harper’s energetic y ou ng facu lty , su ch 
debate shou ld be ex pected — and en­ 
cou raged. 


—The q u estion of confidence, an in­ 
tangible that will determine the ty pe of 
stu dents and facu lty members Harper’s 
college board initiated is being giv en 
more than lip serv ice by the adminis­ 
tration. 


AT SOME COLLEGES issu es of this 
natu re hav e led facu lty and stu dents to 
take to the streets. Harper facu lty and 
stu dents wisely hav e chosen not to add 
pu blic indignation to their list of prob­ 


lems. 


At the Facu lty Senate’s req u est, the 
facu lty affairs committee has begu n to 
inq u ire whether Kalish’s ex ercise of his 
right to free comment on college matters 
was a deciding factor in Harper s deci­ 
sion to let him go. 


A separate Stu dent Senate inq u iry has 
also been started. Sean Ry an of Des 
Plaines, the stu dent body president, say s 
the conclu sion will be timed to coincide 
with the decision by the facu lty com­ 
mittee. 


It is appropriate that the Stu dent Sen­ 
ate shou ld make its own inq u iries. As 
Ry an points ou t, the “confidence gap” 
affects them, too. Harper has billed it­ 
self as a college where stu dents, facu lty 
and administration cou ld be open with 
each other. The stu dents as well as the 
facu lty mu st know if this is no longer 
tru e. 


ULTIMATELY, of cou rse, the bu ck 
will be passed to the board of tru stees. If 
the inv estigations lead to indictment of 
administrativ e actions, changes mu st be 
made — and other heads may roll. If the 
inv estigations conclu de that the adminis- 
t r a t i 0 n acted properly , additional 
safegu ards may still be wise. 


Ironically , the greatest protection for 
the facu lty may come throu gh the merit 
pay plan which Kalish particu larly op­ 
posed. The ev alu ation method adopted 
by the facu lty recently has bu ilt-in 
safegu ards of rev iew and rebu ttal that 
Kalish cou ld hav e u sed this y ear if he 
ex pected — as he say s — that the ad­ 
ministration wou ld take action against 
him for ex ercising his academic rights.

ecologically unique. It is ob­ 


vious to anyone who has trav­ 


eled Illinois that strip mine

dance — may linger for eons 


with their land value hardly 


skyrocketing the way specula­ 


tors are forcing up values of 
Goose Lake Prairie. 


Opponents of the prairie park — 
including Elgin, Joliet and Eastern 
Ry., Illinois Clay Products Co., 
and Greater Will County Manufac­ 
turers Assn. — vowed they would 
persevere in overturning the build­ 
ing authority decision. At the mo­ 
ment, they have conservationists 
and their allies on the ropes again. 


The battle need not be ended 
yet, however. 


The department of conservation 
does have the necessary funds, if it 
would take most of the current 
land acquisition budget, and even 
if the tariff is inflated. 


The department should act now, 
before the price 
goes 
up 
even 
more. We urge all citizens to com­ 
municate directly with Lodge at 
the conservation department in 
Springfield and urge him to re­ 
consider the decision to drop the 
prairie plan. 


T h e 
real 
challenge 
is 


Ogilvie’s. If Lodge cannot be 


moved to change his mind, the 
new governor must take up the 


Goose Lake Prairie cause as a 
crusade. He should compel the 


department to make the pur­ 


chase and identify himself at 


the outset of his administration 
as a governor who cares about 
our natural 
environment as 
much as he does about high­ 
ways, industrial growth, and 
to her needs he will face. 


It was Ogilvie who campaigned 
against the Kerner-Shapiro admin­ 
istration and the conservation de­ 
partm ent by attacking its “weak­ 
ness, confusion and almost total 
unresponsiveness” in saving Illi­ 
nois’ natural resources. One of the 
four major conservation priorities 
he specifically stressed was saving 
Goose Lake Prairie for a state 
park. 


Goose Lake Prairie has end­ 
ured, untrammeled, for thousands 
of years. If it is not saved now, it 
almost surely will be gone — ir­ 
revocably — in less than a decade. 


We now remind the governor- 
elect, and those who supported 
him, of his commitment to this 
worthy and necessary cause.

Unrest in the Kingdom?

Birdwatching is out in 1969; swap 
your binoculars for a seismograph to de­ 
tect the tremors as Richard the Pow­ 
erful’s Chicago empire begins to shake. 
It will be the year that the pressure 
of events inside the kingdom, as well as 
a noisy brood of powerful pretenders to 
the throne, begins to jar loose something 
more than Daley’s fiery temper. 
Throughout his 13-year reign, Daley 
the Great has built a powerful army of 
the shoulders of politi­ 
cal 
hacks 
and 
city 
cops, a mighty trea­ 
sury of suburban gold 
for his party, and the £ 
fawning allegiance of 
state and national po­ 
litical leaders. 
Ordinary’ 
citizens, 
however, 
have 
per- IwMBfc In­ 
f o r m e d as vassals 
W e l l m a n 
within the kingdom. The black man on 
the west side, for example, can vow per­ 
petual allegiance to the patronage sys­ 
tem, or strap on a sword and work out­ 
side the kingdom. Either way, Richard 
makes the decisions for him. 
In August, the Democratic Convention 
exposed Daley’s blind and dogmatic love 
for his kingdom. Dissent, to King Rich­ 
ard, was both a threat to his power and 
synonymous with evil. So, his police beat 
heads. 
The beatings, directed against news­ 
men and bystanders as well as demon­ 


strators, aroused too many moderates. 
“You can’t find a single young newsman 
in Chicago today who approves of Da­ 
ley,” a Newsweek photographer said af­ 
ter the convention. 


The renegades, spurred on by some 
muffled outcries against the violence, 
resurrected their noisy minority block 
within City Council. The outvoted dis­ 
sidents, led by Leon Despres and Sam­ 
my Rayner, have recently gained news­ 
paper headlines for their anger. 


And, for the first time in recent his­ 
tory, there are other powerful voices 
that threaten King Richard. The major 
outlaws are Adlai Stevenson III and Paul 
Simon. 
Stevenson sports the shiniest armor 
— his name. His disrespect for the king 
may keep him out of a future place in 
the kingdom, but it primes his reputation 
for a loftier national role. 
Simon, who looks like a writer for 
church publications (he is, in fact, in his 
spare time), is the key renegade. As a 
Democrat 
in a Republican adminis­ 
tration in Springfield, he can serve as 
either defender or attacker of the King. 
Simon announced recently that he will 
act as an ombudsman, which means he 
might tread around the slums of Chicago 
and listen to the vassals complain about 
their king. 
The meek-appearing lieutenant gover­ 
nor is a lion. He crusaded, as a news­ 
paper editor in downstate Troy against

vice and gambling. His next crusade 
could be directed against Daley. 
With pressure frQm other leaders, 
such as Samuel Shapiro (who will be liv­ 
ing in Chicago) and William Clark, Da­ 
ley the Great might decide that a nar­ 
row victory in 1971 is not worth the 
trouble. His jowls are graying; a grace­ 
ful old age might be best, after all. 
In 1969 and 1970, Daley will face more 
labor unrest, such as the turmoil that 
may remove w’avy-haired John Lindsay 
from his seat in New York in 1969. The 
golden boy’s miseries with unions have 
revitalized the Democrats, and now no 
less than five candidates may run for 
the Democratic nomination for mayor. 
King Richard’s departure, unlikely 
but not impossible, would be a mixed 
blessing for his kingdom. His rule has 
produced great physical growth in Chi­ 
cago, and there is no guarantee that a 
starry-eyed reformer could succeed with­ 
out keeping the rotten patronage system 
intact. 
Daley’s reign, however, has displayed 
an uncanny insensitivity to the real 
needs of the peasants. The glamor and 
glitter of skyscrapers and expressways 
has too often overshadowed the need for 
better low-cost housing and simple, hu­ 
mane living conditions in the slums. 
1969 will weld the dissidents, black 
and white, together in a small and ill­ 
equipped peasant army, girding for 1971. 
The army bears watching in the next 12 
months, as does Richard the Great. 


Police Chief Laments Pond Defeat 


In defeating the major proposal calling 
for modern and adequate facilities from 
which to conduct the business of munici­ 
pal government, and in passing the less­ 
er two proposals, the apathetic residents 
of Elk Grove Village have said: 
Do not . . . improve the facilities for 
the daily work of operating the village. 
Do not . . . erect a fire station for the 
protection of the residents outside the 
four-minute range of the fire depart­ 
ment. 
Do not . . . provide the police depart­ 
ment with much needed facilities. 
But do . . . build a fire station in the 
center of the industrual park, despite ad­ 
vice from the Centex Industrial Park 
Assn. to defeat that proposal. 
And do . . . build a fire station west of 
Route 53, in an undeveloped area of the 
village. 
And do . . . spend $150,000 to remodel 
the present building in which the busi­ 
ness offices of the village are housed and 
convert that space into a garage area 
for department of public works — leav­ 
ing the village offices no place to go! 
IF THE VILLAGE offices remain in 
the present location and facilities, they 
will become more overcrowded. The pre­ 
sent facility used by the police depart­ 
ment, which was never intended to per­ 
manently house the police department, is 
not condusive to remodeling nor to build­ 
ing additions. Every room in the police 
department is presently used for at least 
two separate functions (and this includes 
washroom and toilet facilities, which are 
used also for the modest photo labora­ 
tory. ) 
The most dire need was the fire sta­ 
tion 
at 
Beisterfield 
and 
Wellington 
Roads. As it now stands, about 2,000 


homes, 3 churches, 4 schools (with about 
2,400 children), St. Alexius Hospital, and 
the Grove Shopping Center remain out­ 
side the four-minute capability of re­ 
sponse by the fire department. 
All 
three 
proposals 
should 
have 
passed. This could have been accom­ 
plished, if only the eligible voters from 


those 2.000 homes had exhibited the civic 
responsibility and concern for self-pre­ 
servation to support the type of munici­ 
pal government that the present village 
administration is trying to provide.

Some of the apprehension that hit the 
faculty should have been — and was — 
anticipated by the administration. 


The axe never fell during 1967-68, 
Harper’s first year. Every faculty mem­ 
ber that wished to, stayed. It was not 
until this month that the administration 
began to cut some ties. Trauma was in­ 
evitable despite the tact that Harper 
President Lahti acted in full accord with 
higher education guidelines laid down by 
the American Association of University 
Professors. 


Notice of non-reappointment by Lahti 
was given in proper form at the proper 
time (Dec. 15 for second-year nontenure 
teachers; first-year teachers must wait 
till March 15 to see if they will be re­ 
tained). He was also correctly following 
AAUP 
standards 
in 
giving 
no 
ex- 
p I a n a t i o n . Harper board members, 
briefed on the action in a 
two-hour 
closed session, told the press afterwards 
they were satisfied with the actions. 


THE FACULTY has had no ex­ 
planation — but many of them still have 
heard a message. 


Kalish and Dr. Enbysk were both ac­ 
tive participants in education policy de­ 
bates in their subject matter levels. As 
elected Faculty Senate members, both 
spoke up when they thought they should. 
As teachers and representatives of their 
faculty constituents, both at times op­ 
posed administration views. 


Some faculty members have con­ 
cluded that Harper’s talk of a free, full 
partnership is a sham. 


But the parameters of the problem 
are not that simple. They are manyfold, 
including: 


—The initial question of whether the 
administration is acting wisely in decid­ 
ing that these two faculty 
members 
should not stay. 


—The question of just what is meant 
by academic freedom. To the AAUP, it 
is linked to responsible exercise of those 
rights in the acedemic arena at the col­ 
lege and in the individual’s area of ex­ 
pertise. 


—The question of just what courses 
the new college should offer, how they 
should be organized and for which levels 
of student ability teaching content should 
be aimed. Disagreement on these key 
educational questions is healthy; within 
Harper’s energetic young faculty, such 
debate should be expected — and en­ 
couraged. 


—The question of confidence, an in­ 
tangible that will determine the type of 
students and faculty members Harper's 
college board initiated is being given 
more than lip service by the adminis­ 
tration. 


AT SOME COLLEGES issues of this 
nature have led faculty and students to 
take to the streets. Harper faculty and 
students wisely have chosen not to add 
public indignation to their list of prob­ 
lems. 


At the Faculty Senate’s request, the 
faculty affairs committee has begun to 
inquire whether Kalish’s exercise of his 
right to free comment on college matters 
was a deciding factor in Harper’s deci­ 
sion to let him go. 


A separate Student Senate inquiry has 
also been started. Sean Ryan (rf Des 
Plaines, the student body president, says 
the conclusion will be timed to coincide 
with the decision by the faculty com­ 
mittee. 


It is appropriate that the Student Sen­ 
ate should make its own inquiries. As 
Ryan points out, the “confidence gap” 
affects them, too. Harper has billed it­ 
self as a college where students, faculty 
and administration could be open with 
each other. The students as well as the 
faculty must know if this is no longer 
true. 


ULTIMATELY, of course, the buck 
will be passed to the board of trustees. If 
the investigations lead to indictment of 
administrative actions, changes must be 
made — and other heads may roll. If the 
investigations conclude that the adminis- 
t r a t i o n acted properly, 
additional 
safeguards may still be wise. 


Ironically, the greatest protection for 
the faculty may come through the merit 
pay plan which Kalish particularly op­ 
posed. The evaluation method adopted 
by the faculty recently has built-in 
safeguards of review and rebuttal that 
Kalish could have used this year if he 
expected — as he says — that the ad­ 
ministration would take action against 
him for exercising his academic rights.

Eighty per cent of the man- 
days lost in teacher strikes 
since 1940 occurred during the 
past school year, the National 
Education Association says. 
In number, the 114 strikes in 
1967-68

plosion,” the report declares — 
were more than one-third of the 
295 carried out over the 28-year 
span. 
Last school year, 63 strikes 
occurred before Nov. I. This 
compares with an unofficial es­ 
timate of 32 during that period 
in the current school year.

Want something appetiz­ 
ing and different for the 
New Year’s eve buffet or 
as a first course for dinner 
as you observe the first 
day of 1969? Try an oyster 
pan roast with fried toast. 


To serve four, cut the 
crusts from six thin slices 
of white bread. Dip the 
bread in melted butter cov- 
e r i n g each side well. 
Brown on both sides in a 
skillet 
until 
crisp, 
then 
keep hot in the oven while 
preparing oysters. 


Drain one pint of select 
size oysters. Melt three ta­ 
blespoons butter in a skil­ 
let and season with salt, 
pepper, a dash of cinna­ 
mon, and eight to IO drops 
of red hot sauce. Place oy­ 
sters in the hot butter and 
cook only until the oysters 
puff up. 


Cut bread slices in two 
triangles and place two oy- 
s t e r s 
on 
each 
slice, 
sprinkle with lemon juice 
and serve piping hot. 


Another 
soul-satisfying 
oyster dish is a walnut but­ 
ter bake. For this you can 
use fresh oysters on the 
half shell or select size 
shucked oysters. In the lat­ 
ter instance you’ll need 
heat-proof shells. 


TO PREPARE the wal­ 
nut butter, cream Vz cup 
s w e e t 
butter,

ground walnuts, garlic salt 
to taste, Vz teaspoon dried

brandy and a pinch of ca­ 
yenne. 


Cover the bottom of a 
baking sheet with rock salt 
and heat in the oven. When 
the salt is hot, open oysters 
and place them on the half 
shell atop the rock salt and 
cover each with two tea­ 
spoons of the walnut butter 
paste. Sprinkle with par­ 
mesan cheese and bake in 
a 450-degree oven for five 
minutes or 
until 
lightly 
browned. 


If using shucked oysters 
follow the same procedure 
except place two oysters in 
each shell and increase 
walnut butter paste to cov­ 
er. 


A pint of shucked oysters 
will serve four to six. If us­ 
ing fresh oysters on the 
half shell better fix two 
dozen. Rich but delicious!

bottled 
beef 
stocks; and undiluted can­ 
ned beef bouillon is re­ 
garded as a concentrate. 


THERE ARE new things 
on the market including 
concentrated meat and fish 
products, 
but 
generally 
these are known as dehy­ 
drated 
or 
dried 
frozen 
products. Herter’s in Min­ 
neapolis is a supply house 
which specializes in 
this 
kind of product, primarily 
for fishermen and hunters 
going into the north woods. 


About the welsh rarebit, 
I don’t think either kind of 
cheese you use, either pro­ 
cess or aged, would in it­ 
self cause curdling. Many 
rarebit recipes 
which 
I 
have call specifically for 
aged cheese. Curdling usu­ 
ally is caused by the too 
rapid mixing of ingredients 
ranging widely in tempera­ 
ture. If you added very 
cold cheese to a hot solu- 
t i 0 n , curdling certainly 
could result. — CEF.
